BRIDGEWATER  -  The 
President  of  Salem  State  College, 
Dr.  Frederick  Meier,  has 
shut  down  that  school's 
newspaper,  The  Log,  because  it 
printed  the  controversial  article 
"The  Black  Moochie"  by  Elridge 
Cleaver.  Meier,  following  the 
actions  of  Fitchburg's  President 
James  Hammond,  who 
shut  down  that  college's 
newspaper  because  it  was 
planning  to  print  the  article, 
confiscated  the  Salem 
publication's  funds  on  October 
16th,  thus  effectively  preventing 
them  from  going  to  press  again. 
The  Comment  printed 
"Black  Moochie"  in  its  October 
9th  edition,  and  since  then  has 
come  under  both  attack  and 
praise  from  various  segments  of 
the  Bridgewater  College 
Community,  as  for  example,  an 
editorial  which  appeared  in  the 
Brockton  Enterprise  on  October 
17th,  strongly  supporting  The 
Comment's  position.  In  an 
adverse  reaction,  it  has  been 
reported  that  the  Bridgewater 
Chief  of  Police  is  contemplating 
legal  action  against  the  paper, 
and  has  petitioned  the  Attorney 
General  for  an  obscenity  ruling 
on  "Moochie." 

Editor-in-Chief,  Richard  M. 
Brown  has  been  in  contact  with 
the  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union,  who  have  informed  The 
Comment  through  legal 
counselor  Attorney  Rubin 
Goodman,  a  member  of  the 
Attorney  General's  Advisory 
Board,  that  legal  action  is 
"highly  unlikely"  in  this  matter. 
The  Boston  Herald  reported  last 


week  that  although  Cleaver's 
article  contained  words  that 
might  be  considered  "offensive," 
it  was  not  legally  obscene  under 
recent  Supreme  Court  rulings. 

The  Comment's  Editorial 
Board  met  with  College 
President  Dr.  Adrian  Rondileau 
and  Academic  Dean  Lee 
Harrington  to  discuss  the 
publication  of  the  article  on 
October  14th.  The  Editorial 
Board,  accompanied  by  the 
newspaper's  Faculty  Advisor  Dr. 
Joseph  Yokelson,  Professional 
Consultant  Michael  J.  Maguire, 
and  SCA  President  J.  Robert 
Mancini,  met  with  the 
Administration  representatives, 
who  were  joined  by  Faculty 
Council  Secretary  Dr.  Joseph 
DeRocco,  for  over  two  hours 
during  which  a  number  of 
proposals  were  discussed  and 
heated  words  exchanged  on  both 
sides.  The  meeting  was 
subsequently  adjourned  for  both 
parties  to  mull  over  the  various 
suggestions,  and  later  that 
afternoon  Editor-in-Chief, 
Richard  M.  Brown  and  Managing 
Editor,  Dave  Wilson, 
representing  the  entire  Editorial 
Board,  .met  privately  with 
President  Rondileau  to  further 
clarify  and  discuss  motions  from 
the  earlier  meeting.  Negotiations 
are  still  in  progress  at  this  time. 

Four  state  colleges  have  now 
printed  the  controversial  Cleaver 
article:  Fitchburg  and  Salem, 
which  have  been  shut  down  for 
publishing  it,  Lowell,  which  is 
legally  independent  and 
therefore  out  of  the  reach  of 
college  censorship,  and 
Bridgewater. 


Maureen  Sullivan,  21, 
Editor  at  Salem  State 


The  editor  of  the  contro- 
versial student  newspaper 
at  Salem  State  College, 
died  of  leukemia  Sunday 
at  Beverly  Hospital. 

Maureen  A.  Sullivan,  21, 
editor  in  chief  of  "The 
Log,"  died  only  two  weeks 
after  editing  an  issue  that 
never  was  published. 

The  issue,  which  she 
pasted  up  on  her  last  day 
at  school,  Oct.  10,  was  to 
have  contained  an  article 
by  Eldridge  Cleaver  which 
contained  four  letter  words. 

Salem  State  became  one 
of  four  state  colleges 
where  student  editors 
charged  censorship  after 
administrators  cut  off  the 
money  needed  to  print  the 
newspaper. 

Miss  Sullivan,  of  4  Ade- 
line rd.,  Beverly  Farms, 
was  the  daughter  of  James 


M.  and  Norma  (Finnegan) 
Sullivan.  She  was  an  hon- 
ors graduate  of  St.  Mary's 
High  School  in  Lynn.  She 
was  a  senior  at  Salem. 
Besides  her  parents,  she 
leaves  four  brothers, 
David,  James,  William  and 
Gary  Sullivan,  all  of  Bev- 
erly Farms;  a  sister,  Lori 
Sullivan  of  Beverly  Farms; 
grandparents,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
James  Sullivan  of  Lynn 
and  Mrs.  Doris  Finnegan  of 
Beverly  Farms. 

The  funeral  will  be  held 
Thursday  from  the  Camp- 
bell Funeral  Home,  525 
Cabot  st.,  Beverly,  with  a 
requiem  .high  Mass  in  St. 
Margaret's  Church,  Bever- 
ly Farms,  at  9. 

Burial  will  be  in  St. 
Mary's  Cemetery,  Beverly.

It  should  be  noted  that  these 
are  just  proposals  and  are  sub- 
ject to  change  before  they  are 
made  law.  It  should  be  further 
noted  that  if  these  proposals  are 
passed  and  made  law,  they  may 
be  changed  at  any  time  by  stu- 
dent recall. 

Rich  Maiolo  is  one  of  the 
elections  committee  members 
and  is  anxious  for  reactions, 
suggested  changes,  or  approval 
from  the  student  body  at  large. 
He  may  be  contacted  personally 
or  by  a  note  left  in  the  SGA 
office. 

The  sub-committees  for  state 
colleges  arrived  at  these  propo- 
sals: (a)  The  1st  election  will 
be  as  soon  as  possible.  (b) 
The  first  election  will  be  for  one 
representative  elected  from  each 
college's  student  body,  (c)  The 
term  of  the  first  advisor  will  run 
from  the  day  of  the  election  to 
May  31st,  1970.  The  proposals 
the  committees  arrived  at  for  all 
succeeding  elections  are  (a) 
Elections  for  Student  Government 
Presidents  will  include  advisors, 
(b)  Elections  will  be  held  in  the 
Spring.  (c)  Only  Freshmen, 
Sophomores,  and  Juniors  may 
run.  (d)  Term  of  office  will  be 
from  June  1st  to  May  31st. 


REQUEST  DENIED 

A  request  for  a  temporary  restraining  order  was  denied  by 
Massachusetts  Federal  Court  Judge  Garrity  on  October  28.  This 
order,  if  enacted,  would  have  ordered  President  Hammond  to 
"refrain  from  withholding  funds  from  the  plantiffs  (the  editorial 
board  of  "Cycle")  or  from  asserting  censorial  fights  over  the 
plantiffs  in  their  regular  weekly  publishing  until  such  time  as 
the  case  is  heard  on  its  merits  and  judgement  is  entered. " 

The  denial  of  this  restraining  order  recessitates  a  more  de- 
tailed plea  to  the  courts  for  a  preliminary  injunction.  A  hearing 
must  be  held  in  the  federal  court  with  both  the  defendant  (James 
J.   Hammond)   and  the  plantiffs   giving  their  side  of  the  case. 

A  hearing  of  this  nature  involves  subpoenas,  filing  and  typ- 
ing fees  and  other  incidental  expenditures.  The  costs  for  the 
filing  of  the  temporary  restraining  order  was  paid  for  by  various 
state  colleges  other  than  Fitchburg.  However  these  resources 
have  been  drained. 

Any  donations  from  the  college  community  would  be  apprecia- 
ted. Checks  may  be  made  out  to  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Cen- 
sorship and  mailed  or  delivered  personally  to  the  Student  Publi- 
cations Office. 


ADVISORY  BOARD 

The  editorial  board  of  the  "Cycle"  have  agreed  to  cooperate 
with  the  advisory  board  set  up  by  President  Hammond.  The 
latter  has  given  authority  to  certify  publication  funds  to  Dr. 
Robert  Greene  and  Dr.  Lawrence  Quigley.  They  will  be  consult- 
ing and  working  with  the  student  editorial  board  to  "realize  the 
fulfillment  of  responsible  freedom  of  the  press  as  directed  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Colleges  in 
June  1969. 

The  editorial  board  agreed  to  "cooperate  with  the  advisory 
board  in  the  fulfillment  of  its  own  responsibility  to  the  student 
body  in  establishing  a  weekly  publication."  The  board  will 
retain  authority  while  the  question  of  freedom  of  the  press  is 
pending  in  the  courts.

As  a  responsible  citizen  of  this  community,  a  concerned 
student,  and  former  editor  of  the  now  defunct  Kampus  Vue,  I  take 
it  upon  myself  to  address  an  "open  letter"  to  the  editor  of  the 
Cycle  and  to  anyone  else  concerned. 

I  realize  more  fully  perhaps  how  important  it  is  to  have  a 
newspaper  on  the  campus  of  a  college  which  is  growing  as  rap- 
idly as  Fitchburg  State  College  than  do  others  who  feign  concern 
over  the  newspaper.  However,  the  fact  that  we  do  need  a  paper 
does  not  give  carte  blanche  to  those  who  assume  the  responsi- 
bility of  publishing  such  a  paper. 

According  to  Webster's  New  Seventh  Collegiate  Dictionary, 
independent  means  "not  affiliated  with  a  larger  controlling  unit, 
not  relying  on  someone  else,  or  showing  a  desire  for  freedom  or 
absence  of  constraint."  Apparently,  you  have  adopted  the  last 
definition  since  you  seem  to  be  showing  a  desire  for  such  ab- 
sence of  constraint.  The  first  two  definitions  have  been  ignored 
when  funds  were  appropriated  from  the  "State  College  Editors 
Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Censorship". 

Since  I  fail  to  find  a  definite  enumeration  of  the  editorial 
policies  of  the  Cycle,  I  would  assume  from  the  evidence  presented 
that  the  primary  policy  would  be  to  oppose  the  administration  on 
any  and  all  grounds.  •  Does  this  represent  the  wishes  of  the 
entire  student  body?  Or  have  our  "campus  leaders"  decided  to 
"usurp  the  right  to  determine  our  individual  moral  standards?" 
"Since  we  all  own  it,  we  should  be  the  ones  who  have  the  right 
and  the  responsibility  of  censoring  it,  if  there  is  any  need  to  do 
so."  However,  should  we  take  the  responsibility  of  censoring 
the  paper,  it  must  occur  after  the  paper  is  printed  and  our  cen- 
sorship must  take  the  form  of  not  taking  a  paper.  Therefore,  the 
fee  which  is  paid  "every  September  to  the  Student  Government 
Association  for  the  purpose  of  their  (the  students)  benefiting 
from  it,  both  culturally  and  intellectually"  goes  down  the  drain 
for  those  students  who  choose  to  censor  the  paper. 

Has  the  Cycle  decided  to  abandon  publication  of  any  truly 
"newsworthy"  happenings  on  campus?  Granted,  the  current 
turmoil  over  the  paper  is  newsworthy,  but  hasn't  or  isn't  anything 
else  happening?  In  the  first  two  issues  of  the  paper,  there  were 
only  a  few  column  inches  devoted  to  actual  on-campus  events. 
The  Fitchburg  Sentinel  seems  to  have  more  effective  reporters 
on  our  campus  than  does  the  campus  newspaper.  There  was  at 
least  one  article  in  each  of  last  week's  issues  of  the  Sentinel, 
There  were  pictures,  opinions,  and  definite  newsy  news  stories. 
And  yet,  not  every  article  dealt  with  President  Hammond's  so- 
called  censorship  of  the  paper.  There  must  be  something  happen- 
ing outside  of  the  Student  Publications  Office!

The  suggestion  to  expand  the 
format  of  KV  to  include  articles 
of  'higher  interest  and  greater 
importance"  was  well-timed. 
This  week,  however,  my  sugges- 
tions will  be  voiced  more  strong- 
ly. 

It  is  my  opinion  that,  before 
KV  can  be  elevated  to  the  in- 
terest level  of  a  mature  mind, 
these  changes  must  be  consider- 
ed. 

(1)  Drop  from  the  KV  the 
publication  of  student  poetry.  Is 
a  newspaper  especially  a  news- 
paper with  such  limited  space, 
the  proper  media  for  publication 
of  student  poems? 

I  realize  that  certain  students 
are  voicing  their  opinions  of 
articles  appearing  in  KV  through 
the  use  of  poems.  I  believe,  how- 
ever, that  all  poems  belong  in 
a  periodic  literary  publication. 
This  should,  perhaps,  be  direct- 
ed to  the  English  Department; 
I  am  not  familiar  with  periodic 
student  literary  publications  ori- 
ginating in  the  English  Depart- 
ment and  I  question  their  exis- 
tance. 


(2)  Eliminate  "social  club" 
(a  misnomerj)  news  from  KV. 
These  articles,  which  amount  to 
only  little  more  than  "minutes 
of  the  last  meeting,"  as  with 
student  poetry,  have  no  place  in 
the  college  newspaper. 

A  suggestion  —  cannot  such 
clubs  (social  clubs)  publish  their 
own  newsletters?  Or  better,  unite 
all  social  clubs  into  a  "Social  club 
Newsletter"  available  to  all  stu- 
dents on  request. 

Agreed,  there  is  a  fine-line  be- 
tween what  should  and  wh^t 
should  not  be  included  for  pub- 
lication —  what  is  news-worthy? 
Concerning  social  clubs  on 
campus,  in  my  opinion,  nothing 
short  of  major  importance 
should  be  published;  all  else 
would  be  publication  of  trivia. 
Social  club  news  should  be  car- 
ried via  some  other  media  such 
as  bulletin  board  notices,  news- 
letters, or  circulars  in  campus 
mailboxes. 

(3)  Low-interest  news  items, 
in  effect  "filler"  (rampant  in 
KV)  are  of  little  value  to  those 
of  us  who  read  KV. 

Due  to  limited  column-space 
available,  articles  of  low  interest 
should  not  be  included  for  pub- 
lication yet,  the  caliber  of 
articles  appearing  in  KV  indi- 
cates that  this  policy  is  not  pres- 
ently being  followed.  I  believe 
there  are  students  at  FSC,  hope- 
fully on  the  KV  staff,  who  are 
capable  of  better  news  reporting 
and  better  selection  of  news  to 
be  published  than  has  been  evi- 
denced. 

(4)  Editorials  appearing  in  KV 
should  be  made  intelligent,  voic- 
ing the  strong  opinion  of  the 
editorial  staff. 

Re-read  the  "editorials"  of  last 
week's  KV;  they  are  typical  of 
the  caliber  of  editorials  written 
each  week.  Are  these  editorials? 
Are  they  meaningful?  Or  do  you, 
as  I  do,  look  for  nere  from  a 
college-level  newspaper? 

Seldom  have  I  read  a  "con- 
troversial" or  even  a  "strong- 
stand"   editorial  in  our  campus

From  Hayakawa  In  Thought  and  Action 
by    Earl  Shorris 

Out  of  the  metaphoric  ashes  of  San  Francisco  State  College, 
a  phoenix  has  arisen.  But  it  is  a  strange  sight,  even  for  a  my- 
thical creature.  The  phoenix  of  San  Francisco  State  is  a  famous 
general  semanticist  who  appears  in  public  festooned  in  a  lei  of 
carnations  and  a  tam  o'shanter.  Dr.  Samuel  Ichiye  Hayakawa, 
this  unlikely  bird,  has  made  a  new  start  for  himself  and  gained 
the  fame  he  despaired  ever  of  achieving—  by  ripping  microphones 
out  of  the  hands  of  radical  striking  students  whose  movement  he 
calls  the  "new  Hitlerism." 

Dr.  Hayakawa  originally  became  interested  in  general  seman- 
tics, he  is  fond  of  saying,  in  response  to  the  dangers  of  Nazi 
propaganda.  Even  his  long  confrontation  with  the  radical  stu- 
dents has  not  changed  his  political  Views,  and  he  still  considers 
himself  a  "liberal  Democrat."  "I've  admired  Hubert  Humphrey 
all  these  years,"  he  says.  "For  25  years  I've  admired  him- 
Even  at  the  Chicago  convention?"Yes,  indeed!  I  thought  he  did 
a  fabulous  job  there."  Hayakawa  also  praises  Ronald  Reagan's 
actions  at  Berkeley  and  thinks  the  Governor's  ideas  about  stu- 
dent and  faculty  discipline  are  "just  fine." 

The  Gallup  Poll  tells  us  that  S.  I.  Hayakawa  is  now  the  edu- 
cator most  admired  by  most  Americans,  and  it  has  been  announced 
that  during  his  first  two  months  as  Acting  President  of  San  Fran- 
cisco State,  the  semanticist  received  186,000  letters,  telegrams 
and  phone  calls,  98  percent  in  favor  of  his  actions  there.  He 
has  become  an  advisor  to  presidents,  a  leading  candidate  for  the 
U.S.  Senate  on  the  Democratic  ticket,  a  symbol,  and  a  hero  of 
the  people.  Acceptance,  coming  after  a  lifetime  of  striving,  has 
been  sweet.  But  in  Dr.  Hayakawa's  paradoxical  world,  it  has 
been  bitter  too.  He  had  hoped  to  be  accepted  as  an  intellectual 
and  a  man  of  reason,  not  as  the  administrator  who  calls  in  the 
cops. 

The  adherents  of  general  semantics  call  it  a  science  and 
venerate  the  founder  of  the  science,  Alfred  Korzybski,  a  Polish 
engineer  who  served  with  the  Russian  Army  during  World  War  I. 
After  the  Russian  Revolution,  Korzybski,  an  intelligence  officer, 
left  Russia  rather  hurriedly  and  came  to  America,  where  he  found 
work  as  a  "War  Lecturer  for  the  United  States  Government." 
His  major  work,  Science  and  "Sanity,  was  published  in  1933,  giv- 
ing great  impetus  to  the  cult  that  was  growing  up  around  him. 


Korzybski  was  no  Conrad  when  it  came  to  the  English  lang- 
uage. Whatever  his  ability  to  investigate  the  language,  he  never 
managed  to  use  it  to  communicate:  his  writings  are  almost  unin- 
telligible. That  was  apparently  no  deterrent  to  his  disciples  —  it 
probably  functioned  as  an  incentive,  for  had  Korzybski  practiced 
the  clarity  he  preached  (avoiding  absolutism  generalizations  and 
allegiance  to  ill-defined  concepts),  he  would  not  have  gotten 
very  far.  Instead,  he  founded  the  Institute  for  General  Semantics 
in  Chicago  in  1938. 

Stuart  Chase  published  a  popularization  of  Korzybski 's  work, 
The  Tyranny  of  Words,  that  same  year.  Chase  took  Korzybski 
an  extra  step  into  the  world.  Where  Korzybski  merely  prescribed 
general  semantics  as  a  panacea  for  all  individual  problems, 
Chase  said:  "It  is  doubtful  if  a  people  learned  in  semantics 
would  tolerate  any  sort  of  supreme  political  dictator."  He  went 
so  far  as  to  say  that  "if  the  knowledge  of  semantics  were  gen- 
eral.   .    .the   conflagration   (World  War  II)  could  hardly  start." 

Re-enter  Dr.  Hayakawa,  who  began  writing  Language  in 
Action  in  1938,  the  very  year  that  Chase's- book  was  published. 

Language  in  Action  was  a  popularization  of  Chase's  book 
which  was  a  popularization  of  Korzybski's  work,  which  was  a 
popularization  and  obfuscation  of  the  work  of  the  logical  pos- 
itivists.  Writing  in  The  Nation,  Sidney  Hook  suggested  that  the 
book  "will  find  wide  acceptance  among  the  fad-hungry  reading 
public."  It  was  a  devastating  review:  "Were  it  (Hayakawa's 
book)  presented  as  a  textbook  in  rhetoric  on  the  high-school 
level,  its  naive  and  crude  approach  to  the  problems  of  language 
might  be  held  excusable  on  pedagogical  grounds."  The  New 
Republic  called  the  book  "a  primer"  and  labeled  some  of  the  pet 
phrases  of  general  semantics  "essentially  meaningless."  And 
the  New  York  Times  said:  "It  makes  no  claims  to  basic  origin- 
ality." But  the  reviews  were  not  important.  Language  in  Action 
was  the  Book  of  the  Month  Club  selection  for  December,  1941. 

"It  made  me  financially  independent,"  said  Dr.  Hayakawa. 
"The  thing  still  sells  60-70,000  copies  a  year.  It's  fantastic  =- 
since  1941  to  now,  it's  been  bringing  in  bushels  of  money  every 
year.    Fantastic." 

A  clue  to  Dr.  Hayakawa's  life-style  appears  in  a  revised 
edition  of  the  book.  "The  basic  ethical  assumption  of  seman- 
tics," he  wrote,  "is  that  co-operation  is  preferable  to  conflict." 
He  explained  the  practice  of  co-operation  in  a  paragraph  that 
very  few  "liberal  Democrats"  would  dare  put  into  print:  "A  lock- 
out or  a  strike  is  a  withdrawal  of  co-operation  —  things  are  re- 
garded as  'back  to  normal'  when  co-operation  is  restored.  We 
may  indeed  as  individuals  compete  for  jobs,  but  our  function  in 
the  job,  once  we  get  it,  is  to  contribute  at  the  right  time  and 
place  to  that  innumerable  series  of  co-operative  acts  that  event- 
ually result  in  automobiles  being  manufactured,  in  cakes  appear- 
ing in  pastry  shops,  in  department  stores  being  able  to  serve 
their  customers,  in  the  trains  and  airlines  running  as  scheduled." 
Presumably,  the  struggle  for  one's  rights  is  to  be  "unco-opera- 
tive." 

Michael  Scriven,  noted  Professor  of  Philosophy  at  Berkeley, 
has  no  more  regard  for  Hayakawa  and  his  work  now  'than  Pro- 
fessor Hook  did  in  1941.  He  compared  general  semantics  to  a 
course  in  touch-typing,  and  says  of  Dr.  Hayakawa:  "He's  an 
intellectual  lightweight  who  goes  around  making  feeble  jokes  at 
cocktail  parties." 

The  political  allegiance  of  a  lifetime  have  fled  from  him  now. 
His  friends  are  the  racists  and  Reaganites,  and  though  his  power 
derives  from  them,  he  cannot  countenance  them.  General  seman- 
tics, the  verbal  panacea  for  world  problems  to  which  he  devoted 
most  of  his  life,  has  proved  useless  in  his  new  position,  and  he 
has  resorted  to  force.  He  has  become  a  hero  of  the  people,  the 
darling  of  his  former  enemies,  one  of  the  world's  leading  anti- 
intellectuals.  But  he  twitches  and  falters  —  he  knows.  It  would 
be  a  gross  underestimation  of  the  man  to  think  he  does  not  know 
that  the  popularity  of  quislings  is  short  lived.

The  mistrust  placed  in  the  student  leaders  by  the  adminis- 
tration has  come  crashing  down  on  us  so  ferociously  that  we 
cannot  reasonably  fulfill  our  positions  any  longer.  It  is  physi- 
cally  and  mentally  impossible  for  us  to  function  under  the  con- 
ditions  which  have  existed  over  the  past  week.  We  have  haggled 
with  the  "advisory"  board  over  the  most  minute  details.  Mr. 
Hammond's  purpose  in  creating  this  board  was  to  impose  a 
middle  man  to  bog  down  the  newspaper  with  needless  bureaucracy. 
The  function  of  this  board  in  our  eyes  has  been  to  impede  the 
CYCLE  staff  in  any  and  "all  possible  ways.  The  result  of  this 
has  been  the  loss  of  invaluable  time  which  should  have  been 
directed  towards  academic^ournalistic  endeavors.  The  board  in 
conjunction  with  President  Hammond  have  authorized  expendi- 
tures for  those  bills  which  wmld  alleviate  pressure  on  their 
positions.  When  our  requests  are  made  for  payments  of  long 
over  due  bills,  they  are  immediately  met  with  technical  compli- 
cations which  are  ignored  when  it  is  beneficial  to  Mr.  Hammond 
and  his  board.  We  recently  spent  two  hours  in  heated  discussion 
with  our  advisors  merely  to  have  our  telephone  bill  paid.  This 
was  done  in  the  middle  of  producing  a  paper  and  studying  for 
midterms.    It  is  impossible  for  us  to  continue  in  this  way. 

The  actions  on  our  oppositions'  parts  have  brought  to  light 
a  grave  question:  How  valid  is  a  system  of  education  whose 
administrators  cannot  rely  on  the  very  students  they  are  guiding 
to  make  responsible  decisions?  We  study  constitutional  rights 
which  we  are  not  entitled  to?  We  study  Literature  the  likes  of 
which  cannot  be  published  in  our  newspaper.  Then  we  are  ex- 
pected to  exist  appreciatively  in  this  hypocritical  environment. 
We  cannot.  Therefore  we  submit  to  the  student  body,  those 
whom  we  owe  responsibility  to,  our  resignations  as  individual 
members  of  the  CYCLE  staff.

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Alfred,  N.Y.  -  (LP-)  -  Dr.  Le- 
land  Miles,  president  of  Alfred 
University,  recently  warned  that 
government  attempts  to  legislate 
standards  of  student  behavior  at 
American  colleges  "could  be  more 
dangerous  to  us  than  all  campus 
disruptions  combined." 

Dr.  Miles  suggested  that  laws 
of  this  kind  opened  the  door  to 
further  government  intrusions  into 
university  affairs  and  threatened 
the  continued  existence  of  aca- 
demic freedom.  He  voiced  his 
"uneasiness"  over  the  new  leg- 
islation, whether  passed  or  under 
consideration  at  the  state  or 
federal  level. 

Dr.  Miles  cited  specifically 
New  York  State's  recently-enact- 
ed Henderson  Law.  The  law  re- 
quires colleges  and  universities 
in  New  York  to  file  with  the  Com- 
missioner of  Education  a  policy 
governing  public  order  on  campus. 
Failure  to  file  could  result. in  a 
loss  of  State  fiscal  aid. 

Dr.  Miles  described  the  law  as 
a  moderate  piece  of  legislation 
and  praised  the  "political  skill 
and  leadership  of  Assemblyman 
Charles  Henderson"  for  avoiding 
a  far  more  distasteful  act. 

But  President  Miles  contended 
that  it  was  this  type  of  law, 
"however  well  intended,  which 
infringes  on  the  sovereignty  of 
educational  institutions.  This 
law,  could  be  the  beachhead  for 
more  extensive  intrusions  into 
university  affairs.  If  we  are  not 
watchful  the  state  regulation  of 
student  conduct  might  slide  imper- 
ceptably  into  state  regulation  of 
curriculum  and  even  into  state 
regulation  of  the  requirements  for 
a  degree,"  he  said. 

"Should  such  developments 
occur  we  should  then  have  reach- 
ed the  end  of.  the  university  as  a 
center  for  free  inquiry.  This  kind 
of  infringement  in  the  long  run 
could  be  more  dangerous  to  us 
than  all  campus  disruptions  com- 
bined."

WASHINGTON  -  With  the  Senate  voting  91  to  0  and  the  House 
shouting  unanimous  support,  Congress  has  approved  an  unprece- 
dented series  of  restrictions  on  the  testing,  storing  and  transpor- 
tation of  chemical  and  biological  warfare  (CBW)  agents.  Or  did 
it? 

Initial  doubts  about  the  restrictions  were  swept  aside  simply 
because  the  CBW  cutback  was  the  only  liberal  amendment  to  the 
recently  approved  $21  billion  military  spending  bill  which  won 
endorsement  of  both  the  House  and  Senate.  The  amendment 
marked  the  high  point  thus  far  of  the  continuing  Congressional 
opposition  to  the  Pentagon  ways  and  means  of  spending  the 
taxpayer's  money. 

However,  the  CBW  victory  was  a  hollow  one:  the  amendment 
will  in  no  significant  way  hamper  current  military  efforts  in 
-germs  and  gases.  The  stronger  Senate  measure,  approved  in 
August,  was  widely  reported  to  be  a  serious  setback  to  the  CBW 
effort  -  yet  the  legislation  managed  to  draw  "aye"  votes  from 
such  disparate  men  as  Sens.  Strom  Thurmond,  R-S.C,  Barry 
Goldwater,  R-Ariz.,  Gaylord  Nelson,  D-Wis.,  and  William  Prox- 
mire,  D-Wis.,  along  with  a  public  endorsement  from  Secretary  of 
Defense  Melvin  A.  Laird. 

This  widespread  support  reflected  the  fact  that  all  of  the 
language  in  the  amendment  had  been  approved  by  the  Pentagon 
during  a  series  of  private  meetings  held  shortly  before  the  vote 
between  Dr.  John  S.  Foster  Jr.,  head  of  Defense  research,  and 
Sen.  Thomas  J.  Mclntyre,  D-N.H.,  chairman  of  the  Senate  Armed 
Services  Research  Subcommittee  and  floor  leader  for  the  amend- 
ment. Sec.  Laird  later  described  the  amendment  as  one  that 
would  "allow  us  to  maintain  our  chemical  warfare  deterrent  and 
our  biological  research  program,  both  of  which  are  essential  to 
national  security." 

The  House,  ironically  more  willing  to  fight  for  CBW  than  the 
Secretary  of  Defense,  removed  a  number  of  key  provisions  from 
the  Senate  bill  before  approving  it  early  this  month  under  the 
watchful  eye  of  Rep.  L.  Mendel  Rivers,  D-S.C,  chairman  of  the 
House  Armed  Services  Committee  and  a  self-acknowledged 
super-hawk.  Most  significantly,  the  House  deleted  a  restriction 
that  would  have  barred  any  further  investment  in  delivery  sys- 
tems specifically  designed  for  the  dissemination  of  lethal  chem- 
ical and  biological  agents.  Also  deleted  was  a  recommendation 
that  highly  classified  information  about  CBW  be  supplied  to  a 
broader  group  of  Senators  and  not  limited  -  as  it  now  is  -  to  mem- 
bers of  military  committees. 

Rep.  Richard  D.  McCarthy,  D-N.Y.,  leader  of  the  Congress- 
ional drive  against  CBW,  warned  his  colleagues  that  "Action  on 
this .  .  amendment  may  be  more  symbolic  of  the  concern  of  many 
Members  of  Congress  about  the  problems  in  this  area  than  speci- 
fic in  supplying  remedies  unless  the  Department  of  Defense 
interprets  this  amendment  in  the  spirit  in  which  it  was  offered." 

The  Pentagon,  however,  has  already  indicated  how  it  inter- 
prets the -amendment.  One  of  the  key  stipulations  of  the  Senate 
bill  called  for  the  military  to  give  Congress  and  concerned  state 
officials  advance  notice  before  shipping  chemical  and  biological 
agents  from  base  to  base  inside  the  United  States.  Four  days 
after  the  Senate  vote  on  August  15,  the  Army  secretly  began 
shipping  phosgene  gas,  a  lethal  World  War  I  combat  agent,  by 
train  from  the  Rocky  Mountain  Arsenal  outside  of  Denver  to  a 
manufacturing  firm  at  Lockpoft,  N.Y.,  1,500  miles  away.  No 
advance  work  was  provided  to  Congress  or  any  officials  of  the 
states  through  which  the  gas  passed.  Revelation  of  the  shipment 
by  Rep.  McCarthy  caused  an  uproar  throughout  the  Middle  West, 
with  one  governor  even  threatening  to  bar  the  trains  —  with  a 
show  of  force,  if  necessary  --  from  his  state. 

Even  if  the  amendment  had  been  voted  into  law  by  both  the 
Senate  and  House,  however,  the  Army  still  would  not  have  been 
legally  guilty  of  anything.  The  gas,  manufactured  during  World 
War  I  at  a  cost  at  nearlv  $3  million,  had  been  sold  for  $106,000 
to  a  chemical  -m  as  war  surplus  before  shipment;  the  military's 
legal  respond  ility  ended  precisely  when  the  trainload  of  gas 
left  the  Rock-      ountain  ^rsenal. 


The  emasculated  CBW  bill  only  serves  to  emphasize  that  the 
Congressional  fight  to  control  the  Pentagon  has  barely  begun. 
The  most  important  House  change  to  the  measure  was  a  simple 
one:  make  sure  that  all  required  information  be  reported  only  to 
Rep.  L.  Mendel  Rivers'  Armed  Services  Committees  —  and  to 
none  other.  The  goal  is  to  continue  to  keep  other  Senators  and 
Congressmen  in  the  -dark  about  CBW  -  especially  since  the  more 
one  learns  about  CBW,  the  less  one  understands  why  this  nation 
is  fooling  around  with  it  at  all.

Following  the  lecture  by  Bill 
Baird  on  the  evening  of  October 
23,  four  students  from  this  col- 
lege had  dinner  with  Mr.  Baird 
and  his  secretary.  Original  plans 
had  called  for  Mr.  Baird  and  two 
traveling  companions  to  be  taken 
to  dinner  by  three  members  of 
the  Cultural  Events  Committee. 
Upon  arrival,  Mr.  Baird  informed 
the  committee  members  present 
that  there  would  only  be  two 
members  in  his  party. 

A  discussion  developed  after 
Mr.  Baird  had  left  the  stage  and 
the  audience  had  departed.  Time 
was  tight  and  a  reservation  had 
been  made  which  necessitated  a 
rather  hurried  departure.  Since 
the  conversation  was  in  regard 
to  general  student  problems  at 
this  college,  the  suggestion  was 
made  and  followed  that,  since 
the  Student  Government  Presi- 
dent was  present,  he  be  invited 
to  join  the   group  for  the  meal. 

The  next  two  hours  proved  to 
be  well  worth  the  time  and  mon- 
ey expended.  Firsthand  informa- 
tion regarding  other  colleges 
garned  from  dialogue  with  Baird 
and  his  secretary  was  seen  by 
four  students  present  to  be  of 
the  type  that  could  be  applied  to 
solving  some  of  the  difficulties 
on  our  own  campus. 

Not  everyone  feels  the  time 
and  money  spent  was  justified. 
At  the  SGA  meeting  on  October 


27,  Ron  Rosado  placed  a  motion 
on  the  floor  calling  for  the  coun- 
cil to  limit  the  number  of  stu- 
dents to  two  who  would  dine  with 
a  guest  speaker.  Following  dis- 
cussion, the  motion  was  de- 
feated by  the  members  of  the 
council. 

Since  that  time  a  petition  has 
been  circulated  on  campus  to 
re-open  the  issue.  To  date, 
approximately  seven  hundred 
signatures  have  been  obtained. 
The  Cultural  Events  Committee 
is  not  opposed  to  the  idea  of 
limiting  the  number  of  students 
who  will  take  a  speaker  and  his 
traveling  companions  to  dinner. 
What  they  are  opposed  to  is  the 
application  of  external  restraints. 
The  decision,  they  feel,  should 
be  made  by  the  committee. 

It  is  not  now,  nor  has  it  ever 
been,  the  policy  of  this  com- 
mittee to  send  unlimited  numbers 
of  students  to  such  gatherings. 
The  Cultural  Events  Chairman 
stated  at  the  aforementioned  SGA 
meeting  that  at  no  time  in  the 
future  does  the  committee  plan 
to  send  more  than  three  students 
to  dine  with  a  speaker,  in  most 
cases  it  will  be  fewer. 

It  is  the  contention  of  the  en- 
tire Cultural  Events  Committee 
that  the  responsibility  of  making 
such  decisions  rests  with  the 
Cultural  Events  Committee  and 
should  be  made  by  the  body  with 
which  said  responsibility  rests. 


Both  endeavors  were  viewed  as  successful  by  the  Cultural 
Events  Committee,  who  have  expressed  concern  over  the  atten- 
dence  and  feel  that  additional  publicity  prior  to  upcoming  events 
will  remedy  that  situation.

IS  "CULTURE"  JUST  FOR  STUDENTS?

A  vote  by  last  year's  Student  Government  Association  us- 
hered in  an  innovative  approach  to  the  makeup  of  the  Cultural 
Events  Committee  at  Fitchburg  State  College.  Previously,  a 
committee  representative  of  faculty  and  dean's  list  students  de- 
cided the  choice  of  attractions;  however,  the  current  committee 
is  completely  student  based  with  a  faculty  member  acting  in  an 
advisory  capacity. 

In  an  effort  to  develop  more  awareness  of  current  issues  and 
attitudes,  the  college  community  and  interested  local  citizens 
will  be  afforded  a  year  of  opportunities  for  exposure  to  a  wide 
variety  of  approaches  to  "Culture".  Norman  Mailer's  description 
of  culture  as  ".  .  .  insulation  against  a  single  idea"  seems  an 
apt  description  of  the  endeavors  of  this  year's  committee. 
First  Programs 

Their  initial  presentations  took  the  form  of  an  evening  of 
three  one-act  plays  by  new  American  playwrites  and  a  lecture 
by  birth  control  advocate-crusader,  Bill  Baird. 

Actors  from  the  Craft  Experimental  Theatre  of  Boston  per- 
formed in  "Tour"  and  "Sweet  Eros"  by  Terrence  McNally  and 
"Metaphors"  by  Martin  Duberman.  They  played  to  an  audience 
of  approximately  500  students,  and  a  sprinkling  of  faculty  mem- 
bers, with  a  noticeable  lack  of  administrative  personnel  in 
attendance. 

Despite  the  controversey  caused  by  efforts  to  bring  an  ex- 
perimental theatre  group  on  campus  in  a  production  of  McN ally's 
"Sweet  Eros",  the  assembly  viewing  the  production  handled  the 
faked-nude-scenes  in  the  manner  that  had  been  expected  by  mem- 
bers of  the  committee.  Their  generally  openminded  attitude  and 
mention  of  the  "absurdity"  of  using  a  body  stocking  by  several 
members  of  the  audience  seemed  to  confirm  the  feelings  of  the 
committee  ,that  the  students  of  this  college  need  not  be  coddled. 
Crusader  Calls 

On  Thursday  evening  of  the  same  week,  birth  control  advo- 
cate-crusader, Bill  Baird's  condemnation  of  Massachusetts' 
"Chastity  Laws"  was  voiced  in  Weston  Auditorium.  He  noted 
the  irony  in  the  fact  that  though  President  Nixon  has  appointed 
him  chairman  of  a  national  advisory  committee  on  birth  control 
and  population  problems,  the  Commonwealth  considers  him  a 
criminal  and  has  tried  him  in  court  as  such. 

As  an  example  of  the  existing  hypocrisy,  Baird  cited  the 
fact  that  though  dissemination  of  both  information  regarding  birth 
control  and  the  actual  contraceptives  to  unmarried  persons  is  a 
felony  in  this  state,  any  person  may  walk  into  a  department 
store  and  purchase  contraceptive  foam  and  be  required  to  pay  a 
nine  cent  Massachusetts  sales  tax. 

Cites  Irresponsibility 

Of  particular  concern  to  all  Massachusetts  residents  should 
be  the  fact  that  this  state  stands  to  loose  $36  million  in  Federal 
aid  to  dependent  children  unless  it  permits  unmarried  mothers 
with  children  to  receive  information  regarding  birth  control. 

"This  is  the  height  of  irresponsibility  on  the  part  of  the 
Legislators  to  the  people  of  this  state.  Where  are  you  going  to 
get  this  $36  million?"  he  asked. 

Baird  spoke  to  a  crowd  of  approximately  600;  again,  with  a 
noticeably  poor  showing  of  faculty  and  administration.  Mr.  Baird 
himself  expressed  disappointment  in  the  attendence,  stressing 
three  points  in  particular:  first,  this  is  the  only  campus  in  the 
nation  where  he  has  spoken  to  an  audience  of  under  1000;  second, 
this  is  the  only  school  at  which  no  faculty  member  had  approach- 
ed him  following  the  lecture;  and  third,  this  is  the  only  college 
he  has  spoken  at  that  enither  the  president,  nor  his  official 
representative  made  their  presence  known  and  extended  a  wel- 
come. 


The  birth-control    crusader  has  words  for  Massachusetts. . 


"PONPONGBA,   PONPONGBA" 

Religious,  social,  political  and  economic  incidents  are  all 
components  of  the  entity  referred  to  as  "culture".  Its  forms  of 
expression  are  as  varied  as  the  peoples  from  whom  these  mani- 
festations spring. 

The  physical  propinquity  of  other  continents  which  the 
technology  of  our  age  provides  does  not  invariably  afford  aware- 
ness of  the  peoples  and  their  varient  cultures. 

Furnishing  an  opportunity  to  better  understand  African 
peoples  through  knowledge  of  their  civilization,  Olatunji  and  his 
dance  group  will  present  a  combined  demonstration-lecture  in 
Weston  Auditorium  on  Thursday,  November  13,  at  8  PM. 

Their  three  albums  of  the  Columbia  label,  "Drums  of  Pas- 
sion", "Afro  Percussion"  and  "Flaming  Drums"  are  all  efforts 
to  recapture  childhood  impressions  in  the  drum  beats  and  add 
new  zest  and  power,  hopefully,  preserving  the  remnents  of 
"primative"  folk  music  before  its  gradual  disappearance  from 
the  fast  changing  cultural  and  continent,  where  these  elements 
can  be  so  easily  lost  or  forgotten. 

Olatunji  believes  that  although  Western  music,  for  the  most 
part,  places  more  emphasis  on  melody  and  harmony,  even  "long 
haired"  compositions  may  be  accompanied  by  some  definite 
pattern  of  drumbeats.  One  point  he  gives  particular  stress  to  is 
the  view  that  African  music  must  not  be  sterotyped  as  a  caco- 
phony of  drumbeats  and  thus  seeks  an  African  medium  of  expres- 
sion which  in  itself  can  be  as  universally  understood  and  applied 
as  are  Western  media. 

On  Thursday  November  13  the  members  of  the  college  com- 
munity, as  well  as  area  citizens,  will  be  afforded  the  opportunity 
of  viewing  this  representation  of  African  culture.

THE  BAND  has  been  with  us  for  quite  some  time,  appearing 
here  and  there,  backing  up  people  like  Bob  Dylan.  Their  very 
subtle  introduction  exploded  into  "probably  the  best  album  of 
the  year"  with  their  first  album,  Music  From  Big  Pink.  The 
closeness  of  Dylan  is  shown  in  three  songs.  "I  Shall  Be  Re- 
leased" is  written  solely  by  him,  and  he  contributed  his  talents 
to  "Tears  of  Rage"  and  "This  Wheel's  On  Fire".  Dylan  is  also 
responsible  for  the  artwork  on  the  cover  of  Big  Pink,  depicting 
the  group  in  a  strange  array  of  colorful  positions. 

Music  From  Big  Pink  was  produced  in  a  little  pink  Cape  Cod 
house  "seated  in  the  sun  of  Overlook  mountain  in  West  Sauger- 
ties,  New  York."  But  where  did  THE  BAND  come  from?  Per- 
haps upstate  New  York,,  Canada,  Virginia,  Nashville  or  a  little 
of  each  and  more?  What's  important  is  what  their  music  is.  It  is 
rock,  folk,  country  and  western.  Fine.  But  what  is  that?  THE 
BAND  is  the  culmination  of  Grandpa's  back  porch  "down  home" 
guitar  pluckin'  through  Jimi  Hendrix's  electronic  ejaculations  of 
psychadelic  sounds.  THE  BAND  is  the  necessary  result  of  the 
spiraling  complexities  of  today's  music.  It  captures  all  the 
freshness,  innocence  and  beauty  deserving  of  offspring  of  such 
diverse  parents.  THE  BAND  is  the  ultimate  result  of  the  copu- 
lation of  the  best  of  country-folk  and  rock,  two  families  of  popu- 
lar music  that,  up  to  now,  had  led  separate  lives. 

MAKEUP 

THE  BAND  is  composed  of  five  uniquely  different  musicians. 
Jamie  Robbie  Robertson,  lead  guitarist,  is  also  the  chief  engin- 
eer and  major  songwriter  in  the  group  (he  has  composed  sixteen 
out  of  twenty-four  songs  from  their  two  albums) 

Richard  Manuel  shares  in  vocals,  plays  piano,  drums,  saxo- 
phone and  harmonica.  Loron  Helm  sings,  drums,  plays  guitar 
and  mandolin.  '  Richard  Danko  sings  "down  home"  harmonies, 
plays  drums  and  plays  a  superb  electric  bass,  as  well  as  occa- 
ional  violin  and  trombone.  Garth  Hudson,  resembling  an  Amish 
priest,  shows  amazing  versitility  on  organ,  piano,  clarinette, 
accordian  sax  and  slide  trombone. 

Oh  stage  THE  BAND  is  constantly  running  and  jumping  from 
instrument  to  instrument  and  is  able  to  go  from  song  to  song 
with  little  hesitation.  Unlike  many  groups,  THE  BAND  in  person 
is  the  same  (if  not  better)  than  on  record.  They  are  real  all  the 
way,  with  no  dubbing,  faking,  etc.,  so  common  with  many  of 
today's  "better"  groups.  They  come  on  like  they  are;  tight, 
together  and  terse. 

For  those  fortunate  enough  to  have  seen  the  movie,  Easy 
Rider,  you  may  remember  the  song,  "The  Weight"  which  is  taken 
from  Big  Pink.  Written  by  Jamie  Robertson,  it  applies  all  too 
well  in  the  movie,  particularly  the  lines:  "I'd  much  rather  be 
warm  in  Canada  than  be  freezin'  in  the  South". 

TOPICAL  CONTENT 

The  themes  of  the  songs  produced  by  THE  BAND  vary  wide- 
ly. In  the  song,  "Long  Black  Veil"  we  hear  the  sad  story  of  a 
dead  lover,  pitying  the  woman  he  loved.  Someone  thought  they 
saw  him  kill  a  man  "under  the  town  hall  light".  Of  course  he 
didn't  since  "I  was  in  the  arms  of  my  best  friend's  wife"  at  the 
time  of  the  murder.  Because  the  truth  can't  be  told,  he  is  hanged 
and  ever  since:  "She  walks  these  hills  in  a  long  black  veil,  she 
visits  my  grave  when  the  night  winds  wail".  The  song  is  set  to 
a  twelve  string  guitar  and  electric  piano  combining  to  sound  like 
an  old  Southern  folk  tale. 

"Lonesome  Susie"  is  sung  through  the  eyes  of  a  man  who 
pities  a  poor  young  girl's  loneliness  and  thus  realizes  his  own; 
ending  the  song  with  a  suggestion  to  her;  "Why  don't  we  get 
together  -  what  else  can  we  do". 


LATEST  OFFERING 

THE  BAND  has  recently  released  a  new  album  entitled  simp- 
ly The  Bank.  This  latest  album  may  even  surpass  Big  Pink, 
maintaining  THE  BAND's  unparalled  sound,  with  perhaps  more 
diversification.  "Rag  Momma  Rag"  is  strictly  rag-time  blues 
with  a  novel  flavoring.  . 

"Rocking  Chair"  points  a  quaint  back  porch  dream. 
"Oh,  to  be  home  again  -  down  in  ole  Virgini' 
With  my  very  best  friend 
They  call  him  Ragtime  Willie 
I  can't  wait  to  sniff  that  air 
With  each  snuff  I  won't  have  no  cares 
That  big  rockin'  chair  won't  go  nowhere" 

It  is  played  with  a  folk  guitar,  accordian  and  harmonica  and 
transports  one  right  down  to  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains. 

The  speed  and  country-rock  lead  of  Jamie  Robertson  is  ex- 
emplified in  "King  Harvest"  (Has  Surely  Come).  It  is  a  song  of 
excitement  because  the  bad  times  have  passed  ("Last  year  it 
was  no  joke,  my  whole  barn  went  up  in  smoke")  and  King  Har- 
vest is  here  ("Corn  in  the  fields.  .  .  The  smell  of  the  magnolia 
trees  in  the  meadow").  This  song  ends  the  second  album  and 
quite  fittingly  because  King  Harvest  has  surely  come  with  THE 
BAND. 

POSSIBLE  INFLUENCES 

Curiously  enough,  two  other  new  albums  recently  released 
have  certain  things  in  common  with  THE  BAND's  sound.  These 
albums  are  Bob  Dylan's  Nashville  Skyline  and  The  Beatles' 
Abbey  Road.  So  much  has  been  said  about  Dylan's  "change"  to 
simplicity  in  lyrics  and  music.  Was  he  affected  by  a  group  such 
as  THE  BAND  with  whom  he  has  played  (or  has  he  affected 
them)?  In  the  Beatles'  newest  album,  Abbey  Road  a  similar 
change  has  taken  place.  Most  of  the  material  on  the  album  is 
strictly  Beatles  (little  added  orchestration)  and  much  of  it  is  in 
a  folk  music  vein,  with  less  electric  instrumentation  than  before. 
This  "new"  Beatle  sound  has  been  said  by  many  to  be  as  signi- 
ficant as  Seargenf  Peppers. 

"Octopus  Garden",  written  by  Ringo,  seems  a  combination 
of  his  only  other  song,  "Yellow  Submarine"  and  country  and 
western. 

George's  "Here  Comes  The  Sun"  features  a  twelve  string 
aucoustic  guitar  sounding  similar  to  the  old  Beatle  song.  "If  I 
Needed  Someone". 

Whether  or  not  there  is  a  major  change  taking  place  in  to- 
day's music  is  impossible  to  day  at  this  point.  When  psychadelic 
music  has  faded,  so  has  hard  rock.  Perhaps  some  sort  of  sound 
has  evolved  from  these?  Where  will  rock  music  head?  A  few 
years  ago  it  was  said  to  be  dying. 

The  rock  musician-philosopher,  Frank  Zappa  (Mother's  of 
Invention)  put  forth  a  theory  on  where  music  was  heading  (off- 
ered, incidently,  before  THE  BAND,  Nashville  Skyline  or  Abbey 
Road  were  released).  "Rock  music  (psychadelic  or  whatever)  is 
at  it's  end.  It  cannot  go  back  to  it's  roots,  take  a  look  at  where 
it's  been  and  start  out  again."  Abbey  Road,  THE  BAND  and 
Nashville  Skyline  may  just  be  that  new  start  Zappa  was  talking 
about.

The  Student  Government  meeting  was  held  Tuesday  evening, 
October  14th  in  the  Science  Lecture  Hall.  Twenty-five  of  the 
twenty-six  Council  members  were  present,  approximately  175 
members  of  the  student  body  also  attended  the  meeting. 

As  a  result  of  the  recent  newspaper  crisis,  the  major  part  of 
the  meeting  pertained  to  THE  CYCLE  and  its  newly  arisen  rival, 
"The  Evaluator".  The  following  refers  to  the  section  of  the 
SGA  meeting  regarding  this  controversy. 

Last  week  Student  Government  set  up  a  committee,  headed 
by  Ronald  Rosado,  to  investigate  "The  Evaluator".  Council 
members  felt  that  SAEC  (Student  Academic  Evaluation  Com- 
mittee) should  be  using  the  money  allotted  for  the  publication  of 
a  Student  Evaluation,  not  a  "newsletter".  Ron  Rosado,  chairing 
this  committee,  reported  back  to  the  Council  that  Steve  Dupis 
considered  the  first  issue  of  "The  Evaluator"  to  be  for  adver- 
tisement purposes  only;  therefore  justifying  the  use  of  the  money 
allocated  by  SGA  for  SAEC.  Ron  made  it  known  that  he  informed 
Steve  to  approach  SGA  if  he  desired  to  use  SGA  money  for  any 
further  printings,  other  than  the  Academic  Evaluation. 

Discussion  followed  this  report.  Questions  were  raised  as 
to  why  the  Student  Academic  Evaluation  Committee  has  not  had 
its  Evaluation  ready  for  the  Fall  semester  as  had  been  planned. 
Dupuis  explained  that  he  did  not  have  enough  help  for  this 
semester,  but  he  hoped  that  "The  Evaluator"  would  increase 
his  committee  membership.  Tony  McNamara  questioned  who  the 
"staff"  of. "The  Evaluator"  was  and  when  SAEC  voted  to  con- 
tinue printing  this  newsletter.  Dupuis  answered  that  there  was 
no  vote  and  that  three  people  were  involved  in  the  decision.  As 
for  members  of  the  staff,  he  was  reluctant  to  give  any  names. 
Discussion  continued  regarding  the  whereabouts  of  a  staff  for 
"The  Evaluator".  Rich  Maiolo  finally  ended  the  continual 
questioning  by  telling  Steve  Dupuis  to  present  a  list  of  the  staff 
members  to  SGA  as  soon  as  possible.  Further  Discussion  was 
postponed  because  there  was  a  motion  on  the  agenda  regarding 
"The  Evaluator". 

DUPUIS  SPEAKS 
A  motion  was  made  by  Eleanor  Jewett  "that  'The  Evaluator' 
be  given  funds  from  the  newspaper  budget  to  publish  a  weekly 
newsletter  until  the  current  newspaper  crisis  is  over."  Steve 
Dupuis  was  asked  to  present  reasons  to  the  Council  as  to  why 
he  should  obtain  these  funds.  A  brief  of  these  remarks  has  been 
submitted  to  myself,  and  I  include  them  in  this  report.  "Last 
week  a  motion  was  made  by  SGA  to  '  set  up  a  committee  to 
investigate  'The  Evaluator'.  I  (Steve  Dupuis)  met  with  this 
committee  on  October  7th  to  answer  any  questions.  The  Com- 
mittee said  that  'The  Evaluator'  was  more  than  publicity,  it  was 
news.  I  was  allowed  money  for  publicity  -  NOT  news.  It  was 
the  news  that  I  shouldn't  have  printed.  It  seems  unusual  that 
news  wasn't  encouraged  at  this  time."     Steve  felt  that  money 
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should  be  allocated  by  SGA  for  "The  Evaluator"  because  "the 
students  want  news.  We  print  at  the  lowest  cost  possible  what 
we  consider  to  be  of  interest  to  the  general  college  population. 
At  this  time  we  have  printed  all  materials  sent  to  'The  Evaluator.' 
We  intend  to  be  of  service  to  the  college.  Our  staff  is  everyone 
who  lives,  studies,  or  works  on  this  campus.  It  is  SGA's  respon- 
sibility for  news.  As  the  governing  body  I  hope  the  Student 
Council  has  enough  of  its  members  who  are  devoted  to  thebetter- 
ment  of  this  college  to  see  where  improvements  are  needed  and 
to  assume  the  responsibility  needed  to  correct  any  situation 
needing  improvement.  Thank  you  for  your  patience  and  consider- 
ation." From  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  obtained  from  Bruce 
Mattus,  Recording  Secretary  of  SGA,  Dupuis  also  stated  that 
THE  CYCLE  should  be  stopped,  and  that  "The  Evaluator"  does 
not  subscribe  to  a  Communist-backed  news  service. 
ALLEGATION  REFUTED 
John  Antonelli,  editor  of  THE  CYCLE,  refuted  this  allegation 
by  stating  that  THE  CYCLE  does  not  subscribe  to  a  Communist 
backed  news  service.  Discussion  followed  this  "plea  for  funds". 
John  Antonelli  made  it  known  that  it  would  hurt  THE  CYCLE'S 
fight  against  the  administration  for  freedom.  Steve  O'Neil  also 
brought  out  the  fact  that  the  President  could  keep  signing  checks 
for  "The  Evaluator"  and  the  whole  controversy  regarding  censor- 
ship would  never  be  concluded.  Tony  McNamara  said  that  it 
appeared  to  him  that  "The  Evaluator"  was  not  a  newsletter  -  it 
is  an  opinion  sheet.  Yla  Eason,  one  of  the  students  present, 
stated  that  she  personally  did  not  feel  that  "The  Evaluator"  was 
financially  worth  the  literary  expenditure.  Tony  McNamara  also 
stated  that  he  felt  that  Steven  Dupuis  was  attempting  to  under- 
mine the  elected  officials  on  this  campus  and  that  he  (Steve 
Dupuis)  should  take  the  SAEC's  faculty  advisor's  advice  and 
"get  out  of  the  newspaper  business".  Discussion  ended  and  the 
Council  voted  on  the  motion  at  hand,  "that  'The  Evaluator'  be 
given  funds  from  the  newspaper  budged  to  publish  a  weekly  news- 
letter until  the  current  newspaper  crisis  is  over."  None  were 
in  favor  of  the  motion,  22  were  opposed,  and  three  abstained. 
Applause  of  approval  from  many  members  of  the  student  body 
present  followed  the  voting. 


BODY   RE-CONVENES 

The  SGA  meeting  held  on  Tuesday,  October  28,  1969  at 
5:45  p.m.  in  the  Science  Lecture  Hall  was  attended  by  24  of  the 
32  Council  members.  The  major  motion  considered  was  "that 
SGA  endorse  the  Herlihy  Hall  Open  House  Policy".  Robert 
Holzmann  reported  on  the  policy  and  the  questionnaire  that  had 
been  circulated  throughout  Herlihy: 

"The  members  of  the  Herlihy  Dormitory  council  have  voted 
to  institute  an  open  house  policy  in  the  dorm.  However,  Dean 
Fitzgibbon  and  Dr.  Durant  have  informed  the  council  that  it  is 
not  empowered  to  institute  this  program  because  it  is  one  of 
major  policy  change. 


Bob  Holzmann  also  reported  on  the  questions  which  were 
asked  in  the  poll.  137  voted  to  approve  of  such  a  program  and 
wished  to  participate,  1  student  did  not  approve  of  such  a  pro- 
gram, 3  approved  of  such  a  program  but  did  not  wish  to  partici- 
pate, 14  students  did  not  vote. 

VARYING  VIEWS 

Rich  Maiolo  stepped  down  from  the  chair  to  report  on  Presi- 
dent Hammond's  feelings  regarding  the  Open  House  Policy.  Mr. 
Hammond  considers  the  dormitory  rooms  as  bedrooms,  therefore 
not  a  proper  place  for  entertaining  guests.  He  is  against  open 
house  and  it  is  doubtful  that  the  President  will  change  his  mind 
in  this  respect. 

Discussion  which  followed  was  pro  and  con,  most  comlrrents 
being  followed  by  laughter  from  the  student  body.  One  student 
stated  that  open  house  would  bring  prestige  to  the  dorm.  Tom 
Clifford  brought  up  the  point  that  21  is  the  legal  age  in  Massa- 
chusetts; until  that  time  the  Deans  of  the  College  are  responsible 
for  the  students  and  their  actions.  A  suggestion  was  made  re- 
garding the  pending  denial  of  open  house  by  President  Hammond: 
that  the  boys  in  Herlihy  follow  this  all  the  way  through  the 
Faculty  Senate  and  the  Administrative  Council.  If  still  denied, 
bring  the  matter  before  the  Board  of  Trustees.  It  was  further 
cited  that  they  would  not  be  doing  this  for  the  sake  of  going  over 
President  Hammond's  head;  it  would  relieve  him  of  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  decision.  When  asked  what  Mr.  Hayley  thought  of 
the  policy,  it  was  stated  that  he  is  sympathetic  to  the  desires  of 
the  students. 

Question  was  called.  Student  Government  voted  to  endorse 
the  Herlihy  Hall  Open  House  Policy  -  23  in  favor,  non  opposed, 
one  abstention. 

"A  secret  ballot  was  conducted  to  insure  that  every  individu- 
al is  represented  on  this  matter.  Arrangements  can  be  made  for 
residents  not  wishing  to  participate  in  this  program  to  move  to  a 
section   of  the  dorm  not  affected  by  open  house  if  they  wish. 

"Further  action  by  the  council  to  see  that  this  program  gain 
approval  by  the  administration  and  those  responsible  for  "major" 
policy  change  will  be  taken. 

"Votes  were  kept  in  complete  confidence.  In  other  words, 
the  council  was  told  of  the  overall  number  of  votes  given  each 
of  the  choices,  but  how  each  voted  as  a  particular  individual  was 
not  revealed  to  any  student  -  whether  he's  on  the  council  or  not- 
Only  Mr.  Hayley  knew  what  each  personal  vote  was." 

The  proposed  open  house  program  is  outlined  below:

'  other  doors  will  be  locked  during  these  times,   except  the 

door  to  the  recreation  room)  Doors  may  be  opened  with  per- 
mission to  bring  in  resident's  belongings  that  may  be  incon- 
venient to  bring  through  the  main  lobby  doors, 

2.  A  book  for  signing  in  and  out  will  be  kept  in  the  lobby.    All 
hosts  and  guests  must  sign  this  book. 

It  will  require  the  following  information:

3.  Signature  of  Guest 

4.  Room  Number 

5.  Time  in 

6.  Time  out 

7.  OK  from  the  Dorm  Councilor
